ammonia 


which could be allowed to evaporat 
and freeze the water, but by the us 
of compressors and conducers, 
th 


ammonia does the 
required wor! 


and is brought back to its origina 
state and used o\er and over again 
just as steam is condensed after per 
forming its work, and goes back t 
water and is used many times. 


The ice is frozen iu cans, holding 


400 pounds of water each, which ar" 
placed among coils of pipe in whicl 
ammonia in the form of gag in 
; 


boiling off state circulates. The can 
and coils are submerged in a tan] 
filled with brine. The gaseous am 
monia in the coils is of a very lo 
temperature and absorbs 
the 
hea 


from the water. 


This heat is then carried in 
tin 


ammonia to the compressor 
which 


takes up the gas and it is 
thence 


carried to the condenser. This con 
sists of coils of pipe over which cold 
water runs, which condenses the gas 
into liquid ammonia. The neat tlia 
has been taken from the water orig 
inally, is thus separated 
fioni 
the 


ammonia and is carried 
into 
the 


sewer. 
The entire process is sim- 


ple, but very interesting in its ap- 
plication. 


Some people knowing only that ice 


is frozen by ammonia have sairt tliej 
could taste or smell this substance in 
the ice. This is pure imagination as 
it would he literally impossible for 
the ammonia to get into the water 
before or after it is frozen. 
Even if 


there were leaks in the pipe coils, as 
far as the ammonia could go would 
be into the brine, in which the metal 
tanks containing the water, and are 
submerged the ammonia coils.

Price of Paper. 


Frequently the Advocate is asked 


what causes the high prices of pa- 
per? And in the same breath comes 
the inquiry, when will prices de- 
cline? 


One-half of the bleached and un- 


bleached sulphite and ground wood 
pulp used in the manufacture of pa- 
per has come from Europe but the 
great war has cut off the supply from 
the Russian Empire and the central 
countries while the same product 
from Norway and Sweden has ma- 
terially decreased. 
And the small 


amount that is coming from Europe 
is costing more on account of the 
higher cost of transportation, insur- 
ance and freight. 


Canada has placed an embargo on 


newspaper and the United States has 
been called upon to supply news- 
print for South America which pre- 
Tiously received it from Europe. 


Europe has been furnishing fifty 


per cent of the rags used in the 
\ United States for paper manufacture 


and the failure of the "rag crop" has 
made an increased demand for the 
cheaper grades of paper like news- 
print. 
The war, the political cam- 


paign, the threatened railway strike 
and other causes have greatly in- 
creased the demand for newspapers 
and though the mills have 
been 


working constantly they are unable 
to keep ahead of the demand and in 
consequence the prices of paper have 
kept advancing and newspapers ev- 
erywhere are threatened with an ac- 
tual famine. 


All articles that go into the man- 


ufacture of paper such as 
dyes, 


chemicals, felts, paper machinery and 
every other article have increased 
anywhere from 50 to 500 per cent 
as compared with prices paid one 
year ago. Labor costs at the mills 
have increased and this is another 
reason for the advance. 
Speculative 


buying and storage of stock are in a 
measure responsible. 


The 3. C. Blair company, manu- 


facturing stationers, have investigat- 
ed conditions carefully and in a bul- 
letin to the trade have expressed the 
belief that prices will decline only 
after the European war ends and 
they say too that while prices may 
never reach the level of a year or 
two ago the prices should decline 
within six months after peace in Eu- 
rope is established.

Deutschland's Cargo. 


The cargo carried back to Ger- 


many by the Deutschland is scarce- 
ly less interesting than the Deutsch- 
land's feat itself. 
Every neutral 


with sporting blood wanted the dar- 
ing under-sea vessel to reach its home 
port, and every student of the war 
and the conditions in Germany has 
been curious to know the character 
of the limited cargo. 
Some may 


hare guessed gold: some, in view of 
the reports of semi-famine in the 
Kaiser's beleaguered land, may have 
guessed that every inch of space 
would be packed with food, all of it 
of course in concentrate form. 
But 


the manifest made public at the Bal- 
timore custom house shows not an 
ounce of either gold or concentrated 
food. 


The Deutschland carried 1,750.- 


000 pounds of crude rubber, bar 
nickle and crude tin. Every avail- 
able inch of space was filled with 
raw material for manufacture into 
machines and ammunition of war. 
Such a cargo is significant. War 
with its needs is the first object in 
Germany and for the time nothing 
else matters. A similar cargo will 
no doubt be carried out by the Bre- 
men if she should arrive in safety. 
However completely England may 
continue to rule the sea on its sur- 
face, it begins to look as if Germanv 
will still be able to supply her most 
pressing war needs by means of her 
marvelous new development of an 
undersea commerce.
